The inventions listed as Groups MV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the composition is 
anticipated by the enclosed references in the rejections herein.

Bensky et al. (ref. #19), Hson-Mou Chang et al. (ref. # 20), Chu et al. (ref. 21), CN 
1047806. or EP 441278. 

The references anticipated the claimed subject matter by teaching an extract 
from the claimed plant which inherently has the claimed composition in it since it is 
extracted form the same plant.
